43 MILLION—With adoption of 
the 5 per cent “Victory T'ax”— 
doubly affirmed by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee—no less than 43 
million Americans would become 
war-time payers of taxes on their 
incomes. The proposed bill would 
tap every income of $12 a week and 
up—all completely separate from 
regular income tax demands, due 
to be approximately double in 1943, 
and Social Security taxes, scheduled 
to advance from 1 to 2 per cent 
next year... Although the Victory 
Tax threatens to clear The decks of 
a flock of alternate tax proposals, 
the Rum] plan bids fair to retain a 
place in the figurings of tax ex- 
perts. That’s the plan for skipping 
one year’s income taxes in order to 
make it possible tu get on a “pay- 
as-you-go” basis. As the income tax 
goes deeper and deeper there’s sure 
to be increasing sentiment for scme 
means of fixing it so that the tax 
on any given year’s income can be 
paid “while you've got it” instead 
of waiting until the middle of the 
third month of the following year. 

INCOMES UP—Income payments 
to individuals in July were 21 per 
cent higher than in July of 1941, 
the Department of Commerce re- 
ports. . . And at a rate which 
would mean an annual national in- 
come of 144 billion. Compare that 
with the all-time national income 
high of 94.5 billion, set last year, 
and the 1929 previous peak, 83.3 
billion! In August of 1939, just be- 
fore Hitler invaded Poland, the av- 
erage American factory worker was 
making $24.52 a week. By June of 
this year rising hourly wages and 
extra pay for overtime had upped 
that average to $37.99 . . A De- 
partment of Agriculture index shows 
that the farmer in June of this year 
received $152 for an array of pro- 
ducts—chickens, eggs, dairy prod- 
ucts, fruits, grains, cotton, meat 
animals and truck crops—that 
brought him only $88 before the 
war. 

YOUNG MAN WITH A HOE— 
No small credit for the magnificent 
job American farms have done in 
boosting production despite mater- 
ial and labor shortages goes to the 
nation’s youth. Millions of boys and 
girls, many of whom “had never 
seen a plow” before, worked in 
fields and orchards, produced un- 
counted tons of vegetables in “‘vic- 
tory gardens,” and joined harvest- 
ing migrations. Some youngsters 
have directed huge projects of 
their own. Harry Horowitz, for ex- 
ample. He’s 18, graduated last year 
from a New Jersey high school. As 
his “Future Farmers” project this 
year he rented parts of eight farms 
and raised 135 acres of potatoes, 
about enough to feed a city the size 
of Cincinnati for a week! He has 
60 acres of other produce. He start- 
ed his FFA work four years 
ago, made a profit of $6,000 in high 
school, and now owns all his own 
equipment, including two trucks, 
two tractors, a digger, electric grad- 
ers and a grain combine! Harry, 
like many another modern farm 
youth, believes efficient marketing 
is as big a problem as production. 
He’s one of nearly 700 farm boys 
and girls in 30 states enrolled in a 
marketing course sponsored by the 
National Junior Vegetable Growers 
Association, and is an outstanding 
candidate for one of the scholar- 
ship awards from a $5,000 fund pro- 
vided by the A & P. 

BITS O’ BUSINESS—Retail trade 
may not have the usual brisk fall 
pick-up. The imminence of some 
sort of freezing action on wages and 
farm prices, along with the threat 
of the Victory Tax, tend to cool 
shoppers’ ardor... . Scrap short- 
ages hold down steel production in 
the Pittsburgh and Chicago dis- 
tricts, but at Hamilton, O., Ameri- 
can Rolling Mill’s furnaces set a 
new pig iron record in August, and 
it was the sixth straight month in 
which the previous monthly high 
was bettered . .

409 PUPILS IN 
HIGH SCHOOL 


- Others Planning To Attend

At 9:35 o’clock Monday morning, 
pupils of the county high schools 
reported to their classes and the 
work of the school year was under 
way with a first day enrollment of 
409. 


“Those who plan to attend school 
this year and who have not yet en- 
roller should register without fur- 
ther delay,” Principal B. E. Larson 
declared. “Class work is under way 
and the more a pupil delays his reg- 
istration, the great handicap he will 
be under in registering late.” 

All except twenty-five of those 
who reported for classes Monday 
morning had been registered Wed- 


nesday, Thursday and Friday of last | 


week at a Special pre-school régis- 
tration. 

Mr. Larson said that of the 409 
attendance there are 107 freshmen, 
ninety-six sophomores, one hundred 
iwo juniors and one hundred two 
seniors, and two taking post-grad- 
uate work. 

Figures on the first day attend- 
ance last year were not immedi- 
ately available, although the en- 
rollment af the end of the first 
week of school last year was 544. 

“It is Just a little difficult to tell 
how many more may enroll,” the 


principal said, “but we expect that’ 


our first day enrollment will show 
‘some increase as some of the boys 
and girls who have been working 
are remaining on their jobs a little 
longer. However, we fell we can’t 
expect to equal the enrollment of 
last year.”

Every American soldier upon embarking for Great Britain re- 
ceives a War Department booklet entitled “A Short Guide to Great 


Britain.” 


The principal propaganda strategy of Hitler has been to divide and 
conquer. Any friction between the British and Americans helps 
Nazi Germany. That is why the booklet was prepared. 


Following is the first of two installments of a condensed version 
of “A*Short Guide to Great Britain.” 


You are going to Great Britain 
as part of an Allied offensive—to 
meet Hitler and beat him on_ his 
own ground. For the time being you 
will be Britain’s guest. The purpose 
of this guide is to start getting you 
acquainted with the British, their 
country, and their ways. 

America and Britain are allies. 
Hitler knows that they are both 
powerful countries, tough and re- 
sourceful. He knows that they, with 
other United Nations, means his 
crushing defeat in the end. 

So it is only common sense to 
understand that the first and ma- 
jor duty Hitler has given his prop- 
aganda chiefs is to separate Britain 
and America and spread distrust 
between them. If he can do that, 
his chance of winning might re- 
turn. 

No Time to Fight Old Wars 

If you come from an Irish-Amer- 
ican family, you may think of the 
English as persecutors of the Irish, 
or you may think of them as enemy 
Redcoats who fought against us in 
the American Revolution and the 
War of 1812. But there is no time 
today to fight old wars over again 
or bring up old grievances. We 
don’t worry about which side our 
grandfathers fought on in the Civil 
War, because it doesn’t mean 
anything now. 

We can defeat Hitler’s propagan- 
da with a weapon of our own. 
Plain, common horse sense; under- | 
standing of evident truths. 

The most evident truth of all is 
that in their major ways of life the 
British and American people are 
much alike. They speak the same 
language. They both believe in rep- 
resentative government, in freedom 
of worship, in freedom of speech. 
But each country has minor na- 
tional characteristics which differ. 
It is by causing misunderstanding 


over these minor differences that 
Hitler hopes to make his propa- 
ganda effective. 

British Reserved, Not Unfriendly 

You defeat enemy propaganda 
not by denying these differences 
exist, but by admitting them open- 
ly and then trying to understand 
them. For instance: The British are 
ofen more reserved in conduct than 
we. On a small, crowded island 
where 45,000,000 people live, each 
man learns to guard his privacy 
carefully—and is equally careful not 
to invade another man’s privacy. 

So if Britons sit in trains or 
busses without striking up conver- 
sation with you, it doesn’t mean 
they are being haughty and un- 
friendly. Probably they are paying 
more attention to you than you 
think. But they don’t speak to you 
because they don't want to appear 
intrusive or rude... 
Don’t Be a Show Off 

The British dislike bragging and 
showing off. American wages and 
American soldier’s pay are the 
highest in the world. When pay day 
comes, it would be sound practice 
to learn to spend your money ac- 
cording to British standards. They 
consider you highly paid. They 
consider you highly paid. They 
won’t think any better of you for 
throwing money around; they are 


‘more likely to feel that you haven’t 


learned the common sense virtues 
of thrift. The British “Tommy” is 
apt to be specially touchy about 
the differences between his wages 
and yours. Keep this in mind. Use 
common sense and don’t rub him 
the wrong way. 
British Are Tough 

Don’t be misled by the British 
tendency to be soft-spoken and po- 
lite. If they need to be, they can 
be plenty tough. The English lang-

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GRADE SCHOOLS 
IN SESSION 


Decline In Enrollment 
Is General, Office Of 
Superintendent Reports 


Enrollment reports from the grade 
schools of the county show a gen- 
eral decline this year in compari- 
son with figures for last year. 

This was noted Monday morning 
at the school administration offices 
as Blairs, Missouri Flat and Nash- 
ville schools opened their work for 
the year. 

The calling of classes at these 
three schools, according to E. J. 
Fitgerald, deputy superintendent, 
means that all regular grade schools 
of the county are in session. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that enroll- 
ment reports have been received 
from about twenty schools and that 
the great majority of them show a 
decline in enrollment this year al- 
though there are “one or two dis- 
tricts” in which an increase is 
shown. 

Reports from all districts will not 
be at hand for about ten days, Mr. 
Fiizgerald said. 

Tne superintendent revealed that 
some of the residents of Missouri 
Flat school district whose homes 
are near the railroad station at 
Diamond Springs are taking steps 
to have their community cut off 
from the Missouri Flat district and 
added to the Diamond Springs dis- 
trict. The area formerly was a part 
of the Diamond Springs district and 
at present is the site of the homes 
of seven children of school age. 

The necessary papers have been 
prepared and it is understood the 
matter is to be presented to the 
Board of Supervisors at the regu- 
lar October board meeting. 

A similar situation has developed 
in the area near the Placerville Golf 
Course, which is a part of Missouri 
Flat district, and where it is claim- 
ed it is more convenient for the 
children to attend school at El Do- 
rado. It was not known whether 
plans were being made to take the 
matter up formally. 

In Indian Diggings, there was no 
be a community meeting on Mon- 
day evening at the Wetsell saw- 
mill to consider a proposal to move 
the site of the schoolhouse.

Publication By Extension 
Service May Aid Farmers 
In Filing Their Returns

Calf scours cause considerable 
loss of calves each year. There are 
two types of scours. One is caused 
by improper feeding or unsanitary 
feeding equipment. The other is 
white scours which is caused by a 
bacteria and requires medical 
treatment for prevention or care. 

A larger number of farmers will 
be required to file income tax re- 
turns this year. Unless actual rec- 
ords of income and expenses are 
kept, the farm income tax sched- 
ule cannét be properly filled out. A 
bulletin on keeping farm records 
and accounts is available free at the 
Farm Advisor’s Office.

The cost, in 
car load lots, is expected to be ap- 
proximately $22.00 per ton. Better 
use of the superphosphate will be 
had if it is drilled in with the leg- 
ume seed.
